More than 300 graduates of 
Santa Ana high school are includ- 
ed in the total registration of 682 
at Santa Ana junior college, with 
82 enrolling from other states, 3 
from Cnaada,1 from the Philip- 
pines, and 1 from Paris, France, 
according to a survey completed to- 
day. 

Included in this envollment 
from Santa Ana high school are 
169 graduates of the class o f 735. 
There are also 142 graduates of 
former years. 


County Totals 

A total of 222 students are en- 
rolled from other Orange county 
high schools. Tustin leads in this 
group with a total of 60 and Orange 
is second with 59. Other cities and 
their totals are Anaheim, 27; Hunt- 
ington Beach, 22; Newport Har- 
bor, 20; Garden Grove, 20; San 
Juan Capistrano, 6; Fullerton, 4; 
Brea Olinda, 2; and Laguna Beach,

represented with a total of 37 with 
one or more students registered 
from Brawley, El Monte, : Fort 
Bragg, Los Angeles, Pasadena, 
Riverside, Long Beach, Cathedral, 
Glendale, Eureka, San Jacinto, Es- 
condido, Whittier, Berkeley, Ar- 
tesia, Lone Pine, Chino, San 
Pedro, Ventura, Covina, El Centro, 
and Bishop.
